Governof  of  Montana: 

In  compliance  with  the  general  or  implied  requirements  of  the 
law,  and  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State,  the  Board 
of  Pardons  herewith  submit  this,  the  Second  Annual  Report  of  their 
doings  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  1,  1891. 

The  Legislature  at  its  last  annual  session  having  framed  a  law 
which  was  in  substance  the  Rules  and  Regulations  adopted  by  the 
Board  in  1890,  therefore  the  rule  of  action  thereunder  by  the  Board 
was  not  materially  changed. 

All  persons  who  have  received  executive  clemency  during  the 
year  last  past  are  named  in  tables  1  and  2,  which  are  made  a  part  of 
this  report,  and  include  the  entire  business  performed  by  the  Board 
up  to  December  1,  1891.

Governor  of  Montana: 

In  compliance  with  the  general  requirements  of  the  Laws  of 
Montana,  and  Section  10  of  Article  VII  of  the  Constitution,  the 
State  Board  of  Pardons  submit  this,  the  Third  Annual  Report  of 
their  doings  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  1,  1892. 

All  convicts  who  have  been  granted  executive  clemency  during 
the  fiscal  year  last  past,  as  well  as  those  who  have  been  restored  to
